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The  year  1936  found  a  wide-eyed,  eager  class  of  Freshmen  entering  Drury  as 
students  for  the  first  time.  Inwardly  fearful,  we  braced  ourselves  to  the  ordeal  of 
electing  our  Freshmen  Class  Officers.  We  were  off  to  an  ideal  start,  however,  with 
Alfred  Marchio  as  President,  Lucille  McCormick  as  Vice-President,  Dorothy  Phelps 
as  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  Robert  Anderson  as  Student  Council  Representa¬ 
tive.  It  is  known  to  lower  classmen  that  it  is  necessary  to  feel  a  part  of  his  institu¬ 
tion  to  be  happy  and  so  we  were  brought  cut  of  our  shells  of  meekness  when  the 
illustrious  upperclassmen  feted  us  at  a  reception,  where  we  tremblingly  made  our 
debut.  After  that,  they  even  allowed  us  to  be  in  the  chorus  of  the  minstrels  held 
that  year.  Everything  passed  all  too  quickly,  and  soon  came  the  summer  vacation 
during  which  we  grew  a  few  inches  taller  and  acted  a  bit  more  sophisticated  (so 
we  thought) . 

It  was  with  memories  of  that  day  just  one  short  year  before  when,  as  fresh¬ 
men,  we  had  entered  Drury,  that  we  gathered  near  the  library  door  to  renew  old 
acquaintances  and  to  inspect  the  newly-arrived  freshmen.  What  a  timid,  shrinking 
lot  they  were!

Upon  our  return  as  upperclassmen,  we  resumed  our  diligent  studying.  In  between 
times,  we  elected  our  class  officers:  Albert  Salvatore,  President;  Martha  MacAdoo, 
Vice-President;  William  Watt,  Secretary  and  Treasurer;  and  Miriam  Less,  Student 
Council  Representative.  We  learned  that  Miss  Shea  and  Miss  O’Hara  had  resigned, 
and  that  four  new  teachers  were  to  join  us:  Miss  Monahan,  Mr.  Royal,  Mr.  Howard, 
and  Mr.  Warren.  We  entered  the  social  whirl  to  a  greater  extent  than  we  had  done 
previously.  Mr.  Durnin’s  generous  advice  proved  so  helpful  as  to  make  our  vari¬ 
ous  affairs  extremely  successful.  Our  first  attempt,  the  Football  Dance  was  the 
envy  of  every  other  class.  In  January  of  this  year,  our  school  was  bereaved  by 
the  death  of  Miss  O’Shea,  the  girls’  physical  education  instructor.  Soon  April  ar¬ 
rived  and  with  it  our  traditional  Junior  Promenade.  The  praise  for  our  hours  of 
diligent  work  was  sweet  music  to  our  ears.  But,  let  us  continue  with  our  story. 
With  characteristic  energy  old  ’40  turned  out  in  all  her  numbers  to  prepare  a  fitting 
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farewell  to  the  Seniors,  thus  setting  an  example  for  future  juniors.  All  too  soon, 
the  school  year  was  brought  to  a  close  and  we  bade  farewell  to  our  school  and  class¬ 
mates  for  another  summer. 

September  again,  and  a  glorious  day.  Is  it  possible  that  you  cannot  conceive 
the  reason  for  this  day’s  being  glorious?  Who  can  these  dignified  people  be,  who 
seem  so  earnest,  so  independent,  so  thoroughly  capable?  Can  these  be  the  same 
who  entered  as  timid  freshmen  three  short  years  before?  Indeed  they  are !  Now 
they  have  started  to  think  of  their  future  life  and  the  work  that  must  be  completed 
ere  another  June  passes.  Gone  are  the  joyous  days  of  our  previous  years,  for  now 
we  must  settle  down,  to  our  studies  with  only  occasional  lapses.  Among  these  was 
the  election  of  the  leaders  of  1940.  Walter  Xately  was  chosen  President;  Dorothy 
Phelps,  Vice-President;  Ray  Mahar,  Secretary  and  Treasurer ;  and  Thurston  Porter, 
our  Representative  in  the  Student  Council.  Elections,  elections,  and  more  elections, 
for  not  only  did  we  have  class  elections  but  those  of  the  D.  S.  A.  A.  as  well.  After 
vigorous  campaigning,  Richard  Flynn  was  elected  President;  Frances  Perkins,  Sec¬ 
retary  and  Treasurer.  Mr.  Warren  succeeded  Mr.  Fowler  as  our  class  advisor  with 
Miss  Collier  and  our  Senior  year  would  never  have  been  quite  complete  without 
their  sympathetic  aid  and  encouragement.  We  even  changed  a  custom  this  year 
by  merging  the  Senior  and  Junior  Proms  to  one  affa’r,  which  proved  worth  the 
slight  sacrifice  of  one  formal  dance. 

This  year  another  teacher  came  to  join  the  faculty:  Miss  Heggie,  our  physi¬ 
cal  education  instructor. 

The  dramatic  ability  of  the  seniors  was  brought  out  in  that  thrilling  mystery 
“320  College  Avenue,’’  with  Jean  Mulcahy  and  Martin  Taylor  in  the  leads,  and  a 
brilliant  supporting  cast,  all  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Royal. 

Mid-years!  How  time  flies!  How  many  of  us  will  remain  after  the  final  mile¬ 
stone  has  been  passed.  Ah,  who  knows? 

Exams  finally  completed,  the  twelve  most  deserving  scholars  in  the  Senior  class 
were  presented  the  coveted  Pro  Merito  Awards. 

The  Cabaret  then  started  off  the  Post-Lenten  season  excitingly. 

Then  it  seemed  almost  like  graduation  with  the  girls  of  our  class  clad  in  white 
for  the  Memorial  Day  Exercises. 

The  Juniors  took  our  hint  and  the  Senior  Reception  was  equal  to  and  to  be 
truthful  surpassed  that  tendered  by  us  the  year  before. 

Future  Congressmen,  Speakers  of  the  House,  and  First  Ladies  could  be  per¬ 
ceived  when  the  toasts  were  given  by  our  various  classmates  at  the  Senior  Banquet. 

Class  Night  was  held  out-of-doors  as  is  customary.  Mirth  was  provoked  by 
the  class  prophecy  and  will,  memories  were  touched  by  the  class  history,  and  beauty 
was  enjoyed  by  the  spectators  who  saw  before  them  the  girls  in  white  and  the  boys 
in  blue,  looking  very  stately  and  proud  in  their  caps  and  gowns. 

Then, — then — the  momentous,  never-to-be-forgotten  graduation  night.  Can  it 
be  described?  The  sinking  feeling  of  remorse,  the  throbbing  throats,  shaking 
knees,  and  other  mingled  feelings  are  but  mild  reminders.
